Aſtronomers have co mputed the ſizes of theſe - 

Stars by comparing them cither to the Diameter, or 
elſe to the whole Globe of the Earth. The Diame= 
ter of the Earth is 6872 of our common Miley, viz. 
Such Miles, as the whole Circumference of the Earth 
and Water makes 21600 Miles , allowing for every 
degree of the greateſt Circle 60 Miles. Now the 
Diameter of a Star of the firſt Magnitude compared 
with the Diamctcr of the Earth hath ſuch proporti- 
on toitas 19 hath to 4 : theretore it contalneth the 
Diameter of the Earth 4 times and *.

Of the Conſtellations in Heaven. 


A Conſtellation isa certain number of Stars placed 
by God Almighty neer one another in Heaven , and 
by Atironomers circumſcribed in one "Figure depi- 
cd about them, as Aries the Ram 1s a Conſtellation, 
Taurus the Bul'is another Conſtellation, &c. Aſtro» 
nomers brought them into theſe figures, tor inſtru- 
&ions ſake , things caunot-be raught without names, 
to g've &riame to every Star had been troubleſom to 
th: Mater, and for the Schollar ; for the Maſter to 
devite, and for the Scholjar to remember z and theres 
fore the Aſtronomers have reduced miany Stars into 
one Conſtellation, that thereby they may tell the bet- 
ter where to ſeck them , and being ſought, how to 
expreſs them. And they brought them into theſe fi= 
- gures, and none other, being moved thereto by theſe 
threc Reaſons : firſt theſe figures expr-{s (ome pro- 
perties ot the Stars that are in them 3 as thoſe of the 
Kam tob: hot aud dry, Andromedz chained betoe 
keneth impriſonment : the head of ' Meduſa cut off , 
fignificth the loſs of that part : Orion With his terri» 
bic and threatning geſture, importeth tempeſt , and 
terrible effects : The Serpent , the Scorpion, and the 
Dr 2gon ſ1gnihie poylon : The Bull , infinuateth a me- 
lancholly paſſion : The Bear inferreth cruelty , &. 


Secondly, the Stars (if not preciſcly;yet after afort )_ 
do repreſent (ach a figure , and theretore that Figure 


was alf1gned them : as for example, the Crown, both 
North and South; the Scorpion and the Triangle, re- 
preſent 
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preſent the Figures which they have. The third'cauſe 
was the continuance of the memory of fome notable 
men, whoeither in regard of their fingular pains tas 
ken in Aſtronomy , or in regard of ſome other nota« - 
ble deed, had well deſerved ot man kind. | 
The firſt Author of every particular Conſtellation is 
uncertain 3 yet are they of great antiquity'z we 
receive them from Ptolomy ., and he followed the 
Platonicks z fo that their antiquity is great , Moreover 
we may perceive them to þe ancient by the Scri- 
prures, and by the Poets. ln the 38 Chapter of Fob 
there is mention made of the Plezades, Oriou , and 
Arfurus, and Mazzaroth , which ſome interpret the 
12 Signs: Foblived in the time of Abraham, as Syde- 
rocotes maketh mention in his Book de Commeyſurandis 
Jocorum diſt antils« | 
Now befides all this , touching the reaſon of the 
invention ot theſe Conſtellations che Poets had this 
purpoſe, viz.to make men fall in love with Aftronoe 
my: And to that intent have to every Conficllation 
invented firange conceited ſtories 3 (* as, you 
may read hereafter , therein imitating * De= 
moſtbenes, who when he could not get the people of 
Athens to hear him in a matter of great moment, and 
proficable for the Common-wealth, he began to tell 
them a tale ofa fellow that fold an Af; 3by which tale 
he fo brought on the Athenians, that they were both 
willing to hear his whole Oration , and to put in 
—PpraQice whathe exhorted them to, Thelike fntent 
\, had the Poets in inventing of thoſe tories: They faw 
that Aſtronomy being tor its commodity ſingular in 
the life of man , was almoſt of all men utterly negle- 
&cd : Hereupon they began to fet forth that Art un-

Sun (ets, you will ſee the ConſteIlation riſing upon

If you would know when the Lizzle Dogg riſes in 
the Evening , look in the bottom of the Card, and 
you will find Fan.

Ariſtot 'e diſfenteth tr om all other, both Philoſophers, 
and Poets, in the place, matter, and cauſe of this 
Circle 3 ſaying that it is a Mcteor ingendered in the 
Air, made of the vapors-of the earth, drawn up 
thither by the heat of the Sun, and there (et on 
fire. But his opinion is of all men confured. 

Firſt, touching the place,it cannot be-in the Air : 
whatſoyer is in the Air, isnos {een of all men, at all 
times, to be undcr one and the fame.part of Heaven; 
If. w2 ſeeit in the South, they that are in the Weſt 
(hall ſee it under the Exft ſide of the Heaven; and they

Beſides, put caſe it were made 
of thele exhalation's z Whence. will they infer the 
uniformity thereof 2 The Comets do alter diverſly, 
bothin the faſhion of their blazing, and allo in there 
ſeveral quantities» whiereas in this Circle there is 
nothing but the ſame part ,” alwayes of one form, 
and ot one bigneſs.” In the efficient cauſe thereof 
he muſi needs erre :; forif it be neither in the Air, 
nor made of the exhalations of the Earth, ic cannot

All other (b:fides Ariſtozle ) agree in the place, 'but 
differ in the <ffizient cauſe thereof : and they are 
cicher Philoſophers, or Poets.

The Philoſophers, (and chiefly Democritzes ) affirm 
the cauſe of the thing, to bethe exceeding great num»

ſinAly to the cye, cauſcth us to imagine ſuch a 
whiteneſs as is ſeen. But the bit opinion is this, 
that this Miley way is a part of the Firmarhent, nei- 
ther ſo thin as the other parts thereof are , nor yetſo 
thick as the Stars themſclves. If it werxe as thin as 
the other parts of the Heaven beſides the Stars, then 
could it not retain the light, butthe light would paſs 
chrough it and not be ſeen if it were as thick as 
the Stars, then would the light be ſo doubled in it, 
 thatit would gliſter and ſhine,as the Stars themſelves 
do: but being ncither ſo thin as the one, nor {0 
thick as the other , it becometh of that whiteneſs we 
ſee.

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Cynoſura , becauſe this Conſtellation , though it 
carry the name of a Bear, yet it hath the tail of a 
Dog ! Laſt of all, it is termed Pheyice, becauſe that 
Thates, who firſt gave the name to this Conſtella- 
tion , was a Pheniciaz: And therefore the Phe*» 
wicians being taught how to' uſe it in their Nas» 
vigations, did call it by the name of the Country 
wherein Thales was born : It confifteth of Seven 
Stars, which the Latines call Seprentriones, be= 
canſe by their continual motion thoſe Seven Stars 
do as it wcre wear the Heaver, The Spaniards 
call them all B:fxa, that is an Horn; becauſe 
they may be very well brought into that form 
whereof that which is the end of the tail is called the 
Poles Stax, by reaſon of the nearncls thereof unto the 
Pole of the World; for it is diſtant (according to 
the opinion of moſt) from the true Pole , but 3 dem 
grees 30 minutess The Arabians call it Alrukhaba : 


And of the Scythians it is ſaid to bean /rox nail, and 


1s worſhipped by them as 2 God. The ewo ſtars that 
are in the ſhoulders of the Briar, are called the 
Guards , of the Spaniſh word Guardare, which is 
to behold 3 becauſe they arediligently to be looked 
unto, inrcgard. of their fingular;uſe which they have 
in Navigation. | 

The reaſon why this Conſtclation was brought in- 
to the Heavens is diver(]ly {et down , and firſt in this 
manner 3 Sarxrs having received of the Oracle that 
one of his Sons ſhould baniſh him out of his King- 
dom, determined with himfclt to kill all the Men- 
children that he ſhould beget z whereupon he gave 


. command to Os his Wite, be ing then great, that ſhe 


(hould ſhew him the Child fo foun as ever it. was 
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born : But ſhe bringing forth 7epiter , and being 
greatly delighted with his hair, gave the Child unto 
two Nymphs of Crete , dwelling in the MountDze, 
whereof this was one , and was called Cyniſura , the 
other was Helice. | 

Fane , after that (according to the Oracle )he 
had bereft his Father ot his Kingdem , in recompence 
of their panes and courteſie., tranſlated them both 
into the Heavens.and made of them two Gonſftellati- 
ons, the. Leſſer Bear, and the Greater Bear. 

Other-{ome ſay, that it was Arcas the Son of Ca. 
lifto, and they tell the Tale on this manner : Calijto 
a Nymph of ſingular beauty , Daughter to Lycao# 
King, of Arcadia, induced by the great deſire ſhe had 
of hunting, became a follower of the Goddefs Diana. 
After this, Fupiter being enamoured with her Beau- 
ty, and out of hope, by reaſon of her profefſion.to win 
her love,in his own perſon, counterfeited the ſhape of 
Dianay lay with Califtay and got her with Child , of 
whom. was born a Son which was called Arcass Dia- 
2, orrather Juno, being very much offended here- 
with, turned Caliſto into a Bear. Arcas her Son at 
the age of fifteen, hunting in the Woods, by chance 
lighted upon his Mother in the ſhape of a Bear , who 
knowing her Son Arcas, tftood fiill that he might 
come ne-r unto her, and not be afraid : but he fearing 
the ſhape of (o cruel a Beaft, bent his Bow of purpole 
to have ſlain her : whereupon Fupitey-ro prevent the 
miſchief, tranſlated them both into Heaven, and of 
them made two ſeveral Conſtellations : unto the Lef- 
ſer Bear thcre helongs but one Star unformed.

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27 Stars Among the which , thoſe ſeven that aren 
the hinder part and tail of the Bear are moſt obſer- 
ved z the Latines call them Plax/trums and of our men 
they are called Charles I/ayn + becauſe the Stars do 
ſtand in ſuch ſort, that the three which arc in the tai 
reſemble the Horſes, ard the other four which are in 
the flank of the Bear, ſtand (after a manner) like the 
Wheels of a Waggon, or Chariot ; and they are ſup- 
poſed by ſome to be greater than the Sun. The reaſon 
of the Tranſlation of this Corftellation into the Heav 

ven, isat large ſet down in the other Copftellation, 

and therefore needs - not here tobe repeated. This 

Conſtellation was firſt invented by Nauplizs, the Fa- 

ther of Palamedes the Greek 3 and in gr.at uſe among 

the Grecians 3 and this 1: to be noted both in this and 
the former Conſtellation, that they ncver ſet under the 

Horizon in any part of Europe : which though it fall 

out by reaſon of their ſcituation in the H.-avens3 yet 

the Poets fay,that it came to pats through the diſplea» 


| {ure and hatred of Fo, who for that ſhe was by Ca- 


lifto made a Cuckquean, and they notwithſtanding 
(as (he took it) in deſpight of her , were Tranſlated 
into Heaven, requeſted her Brother Neprune , that he 
ſhould never {uffer thoſe Stars to fer within his 
Kingdom, To which requett Neptane condetcended 
{o that in a!l Exrope they never 'come near unto the 
Sea, or touch the Horizon. It any one marvel, that 
(ſeeing ſhe hath the form vl a Bear) ſhe ſhould have 
a tail lv long 3 imagine that 7xpiter fearing to come 
tco nigh unto her teeth , 1:id hold on her tail, and 


| Thereby drew her up into Heaven , io thet ſhe of her 


{elf being very weighty , and the diltance from. che 
Earth to the Heaven very great, there was great hke- 
B 2 lynogd 
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lyhood that her tail muſt ſtretch. The Unformed 
Stars belonging to this Conſicllation are Eight. 
3+ DRACO, the Dragon , of ſome named the 

Serpent; of others the Snake, by the Arabians, Aben, 
and by Jundinus Florentinus, Uragoz becauſe he win- 
deth his tail round about the Ecliptick Pole 3 1t con- 
taineth 31 Stars, This was the Dragon that kept 
the Golden Apples in the Orchard of the Heſperides, 
(now thought to be the Iſlands of Cape de Virde ) 
and for his diligence and watchfnlneſs , was after- 
wards Tranſlated into Heaven : Yet others ſay that 
he came into Heaven by this occaſion z when Minerva 
withſtood the Gyants fignting againſt the Gods 3 
they to terrifie her, threw at her a mighty Dragon , 
but ihe catching him in her hands , threw him pre- 
(cently up into Heaven, and placed him there , as a 
memorial ot that her rcfiftance. Others would have 
it to be the Serpent Python, whom Apollo ſlew , after 
the Deluge. | 

4. CEPHEUS, containeth inhim x1 Stars, and 
Eath two unformed. This was a King of the Athi- 
cptins, and Husband unto Cafſiopeia , and Father of 
Andromeda, whom Perſeus marzied : He was taken 
up into Heaven , with his Wife and Daughter, for 
the good Deeds of Perſeus his Sonvin- Law , that he 
and his whole ftock might be had in remembrance 
for ever, The Star which is in his right ſhoulder is 
called by the Arabians Alderabiemin (is e, ) his right 
Arm.

| ſuppoſe the name to lignifiezrath cr then an Herdſmay, 

for he hath not his name becauſe he hath the care of |

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Chatles his Wain,which is drawn by 3 Oxen )he is al* 
fo called ArGophilax,the keeper of the Bear, as though 
the care of her were committed to him: This Con- 
ſtellation conlifteth of 22 Stars, Some will have 


| Bootes to be Arcas, the Son of her who before was 


turned into the Great Bear 3 and they tell the Tale 
thus : Lycaon the Father of Caliſto , receiving 7 upi- 


© ter into his houſe as a Gueſt, took Arcas his Daughters 


Son, and cut him in pieces; and among, other Servie 


. ces, ſet him before Fupiter tobe eaten; for by this 


means he thought to prove if his Gueſt were a God,as 
he pretended to be. Fupiter perceiving this heinous 
fa&, overthrew the Table , fired the houſe with 


lightning, and turned Lycaon into a Wolf: but gathe- 


ringand ſetting together again the limbs of the child, 
he committed him toa Nimph of A2tolis to be kept : 


> Arcarafterwards coming tomans Eſtate, and hunting 


inthe Woods, lighted at un-awares upon his Mo- 
ther, transformed by F#nointo the ſhape of a Bear, 
whom he purſued into the Temple of Fupiter Lyce- 
5, whereunto by the Law of the Arcadians, it was 
death for any man to come. For as much therefore 
as they muſt of likelihood be both ſlain, Catifto by 
her Son, and he by the Law , Jupiter to avoid this 
miſchief, of meer pitty took them both up into Hea- 
ven. Unto this Confiellation belongeth bat one Star 
unformed, and it is between the legs of Bootes, and by 
the Grecian it is called Aryrus , becauſe of all the 
ſtars near the great Bear named Ardos, this ſtar is firſt 
ſeen near her tail in the evening, The Poctical inven- 
tion 15 thus, 

Icarus the Father of Erigone , having received of the 


God Bcchus a Flagon of Wine, todcelare how good 
B 3 it 
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it was for mortal men, travelled therewith into the 
Territories of 4theus , and there bcgan to carouſe 
with certain ſhepheards; they being greatly delight- 
ed with the pleaſantneſs of the Wine , being a new 
kind of Liquor , began to draw fo hard at it, that 
er': they 1ctt off, they were paſt one and thirty; and 
in thceen l. Wer tain to lay their heads 'ko :elt, But 
coining unro thera'clves-again , and tinging their 
brains ſcarce in g00d remperthey killed Tcaras,think- 
ing indced that he had e:ch-r poyfoned them, or at 
the leaſt -wife made their brains intoxicate, Erzgone 
was ready to dye for grief, arfd ſo was Mera,her lit- 
tle dog. . But Fpirer to allay their griet, placed her 
Father in Hcavcn , between the legs of ArGophi- 
lax. 

6. CORONA BOREA, the Northern Gar- 
lad, confiſteth of Eight Stars 3 yet Ovid faith, that it 
hath nine» This was the Garland that Veuus gave 
unto 4r3adne, when ſhe was Married unto Bacchns, 
in the I{ic Naexzs, after that Theſes had forſaken her: 
which Garland Bacchas pl:ccd in the Heaven z as a 
token of his Jove. Novidius will have it to be the 
Crown of the Virgin Mary. 

7, ENGONASTIS; This Conſiellation hath 
the name, becaul2 it is exprcfled under the ſhape of a 
man kneeling upon the one knee, and is thercfore by 
the Latines called /ygeniculame't containeth 29 Stars, 
and want..th « proper Name, becauſe of the great 


. diverſity of Opinions concerning the ſame. For ſome 


will haveit to be Herewles , that mighty Conqueror, 
who tor his 12 Labours was theught worthy co be 
placed in the Heaven, and nigh unto the Dragon 
whom he overcame. Others tell the tale thus : That 
when 
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whzn the Tyt ans fought againſt the Gods,they for fear 
of the Gyants , ran all unto the one fide of the Hea- 
ven; whereupon the Heaven was ready to have fal- 
len, had nor Hercules together with Atlas, ſer his 
neckunto it ,, and Rayed the fall : and for his Deſert, 
he was placed in Heaven. 

8 LTR A, the Harp, it containeth to Stars, 
whereof thus goeth the Fable, The River Niles (wel- 
ling above Fi. banks, over-flowcd the Country of E- 
gypt ; afte! the fall whereot there were left in the 
helds diver: Kinds of living things, and amongſt the 
reſt a Torthiſe 3 Mercury, after the fleſh thereot was 
conſumed , the finews ſtill remaining, tound the 
ſame, and firiking it , he made it yield 'a certain 
ſound; wherenpon he made an Harp like unto it, 
having Three ſtings , and gave it unto Orpbens the 
Son of Caſſiopez. This Harp was of ſuch excellent 
ſound , that Trees, Stones, Fowls , and Wild Beaſt; 
are faid to follow the found thereof. After ſuch 
time therefore that Orpheus was ſlain by the Women 
of Thrace,the Muſes by the good leave of Fapiter,and 
at the requeſt of Apalloy placed this Harp in Heaven, 
Novidius will have it tobe the Harp of David, where* 
by he pacified the Evil ſpiric of Sax. This Conftcl. 
lation was afterwards called Vultxy Cadens, the falling 
Grype : and Falco the Falcon; or [impaunm theT ims 
brel. 

9. OLOR; or Cygnus the Swan, called of the 
Chaldzans Adigege , it hath 17 Stars : of this Con- 
fiellation the Poets Fable in. this manner. Fupiter 
being overtaken with the love of Leds the Wite of 

Tyndarus King of Oebalia , and knowing no honeſter 
way to accompliſh his deſire, procured Venus to turn 
B x , her 
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her ſelfinto an Exgle, and himſcIfhe turned into the 
ſhape ofa Swan, Flying theretore from the Eagle , as 
from his natural enemy , that earneſtly purſued him, 
he lighted of purpole in the lap of Leda, and, asit 
were, for his more ſafety, erept into her boſome . The 
Woman not knowing who it was under that ſhape, 
but holding (as ſhe thought ) the Swan faſt in her 
arts, fel] aſlecp. - In the mean while Fzpiter enjoyed 
his pleaſure, and baving obtained that he came for, 
betook him again unto his wings 3 and in memorial 
of his purpoſe (attained under that form ) he placed 
the Swan among the Stars, 

Ovid calleth this Conſtellation Mslvirs, the Kite, 
and telleth the Tale thus. The Earth being greatly 
offended with Fipiter , becauſe he had driven Saturn 
his Father out ot his Kingdom, brought forth a mon- 
ſfirous Byll, which in his hinder parts was Jike a Scr- 
pent ; and was afterwards called the Fatal Bull, be- 
cauſe the Deſtinies had thus decreed , that whoſoever 
eould flay him, and offer up his Entrails upon an Ale 
tar, ſhould overcome the eternal Gods. Briareus that 
mighty Gyant, and ancient enemy of the Gods, over 
came t!1e.Bull, and was ready to have offered up his - 
Entzails according to the decree of the Deſtixies : but 
Jupiter tcaring the event, commanded the, Fowls of 
the Air to-ſnatch them away : which although to 
their power they endeavoured, yet there was none of 

them found ſo terward and apt to that ation as the 
Kite, and for that cauſe he-was accordingly rewarded 
with a placein Heaven. Same call this Conſtellation 
Orvis, that is, the Bird : others call it Vultur volans, 
the Flying Grype: It is called Gallins, the Hey. Unto 
this Conttellation do belong two unformed Stars. 
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10. CASSIOPETAY, She confifteth of x3 
Ctars: This was the Wife of Cephens, 2nd the mother 
of Andromeda, whom Perſeus married, and for his 
Gke was tranſlated into Heaven , as ſome write. 
Others ſay that her beauty being ſingular, ſhe waxed 
ſo proud,that ſhe preterred her ſelf before theNereides, 
which where the \ymphs of the Sea : forwhich caule, 
unto her diſgrace,and the example of all others that in 
Pride of their hearts would advance them(celves above 
their, betters, ſhe was placed in the Heaven with her 
head as it were downwards 3 {o that in the revolution 


\ the Hcavens ſhe ſeemerh to becarricd head-long, 


11, PERSEUS, he hath 26 Stars: This was 
the Son of Jupiter, whom he in the likeneſs of a Gol- 
d:n-ſhower begat upon Danae, the daughter of Aecrj- 


fuer. This Perſus coming unto mans eſtate, and being 


furniſhed with the Sword, Hat, and Wings of his 
brother Mercury, and the Shield of his Siſter Nzzervay 
was ſent by 1s Foſter» father Polidefes, to kill the 
Monſter Meduſa, whom be ſlew , and cutting off her 
head, carried it away with him : But as he was baſting 
homewards, flying in the Air, he «ſpied Axdromeda 
the daughter of Cepbeus and Caſſiopea,tor the pride of 


- her mother, bound with a Chain unto a Rock, by the 


Sea fide, there to be devoured by a Whal? : Perſeus 
taking notice and pity of the caſe undertook to tight 
with the Monſicr , upon condition that Andromeda 


: might be is Wife,to be ſhort,he dehivered Andromeda, 


married hcr,.and returning homeward unto the Iſle 
Seriphus, he found there his Grand-father Acriſius, 
whom by miſchance and unadviſedly he flew with 
a quoit: (or as Ovid reporteth )with the terrible fight 


F the horrible head of Meduſa not knowing that it was 


his 
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his Grand-father : but afterwards underſtanding 
whome he had flain,he pined away through extream 
ſ>rrow: whereupon Fupiter his father pitying his 
gri:f,took him up into Heaven : and therc placed 
him in that form whercin he overcame Meduſa, with 
the Sword in one hand, and the head of M:d/(2 in the 
other, and the Wingsot Mercury at his Hcels. This 
Conficllation becauſe of the unluckincls there of is 
cal!-d by Aftrologers Cac:demn ( i.e.) UVnlucky, and 
Unj.rtunate. For (as they ſay ) they have obſcrved it 
that whatiover is born under t'15 Conſtellation, hav 
ing an cvil aſpec&, ſhall be t icken with Sword, or 
loſe his Head. Novidirs faith that it i:David with Go« 
liab his head in one hand, and his <word in the other, 
The untormcd Stars belongiug unto this Conſiellati« 
ON, Arc three, 

i2, AURIG 4, the Waggoner, or Carter : he 
confilicth of 1 4 Stars : the Arabians call him Alaiots 
the Grecks Heninehur, (3.e.) a man holding a bridle 
in his hand,and fo is he piQured. Eratoſtenes affirmeth 
himto be Erifbonins King of Athens, the fon of 


Vulcan : who having moſt deformed feet, deviſed. 


fixlt che uſe of the waggon or Charict, and joyned 
horſes together to draw the ſame, to the end that he 
fitting therein, might the better conceal his deformi- 
tics. For which invention, F#piter tranſlated him 
into the Heavens.

No- 
zidins ſaith, that when Chrift was born, and his birth 
made manifeſt by the Angels unto the Shepherds, 
one of them brought with him for a Prcfent, a Goat 
and two. young Kids z which 1n token of his good 
will, where placed 1n Heaven. 

13, OPHIUCHUS, or SERPENT A- 
R I'UVS, That 1s,the Serpext bearer. This Corficllation 
hath no proper name, but 1s thug entituled, becauſe he 
holdeth a Serpeat in his hands,lIt containeth 24 S:ars. 
Some ſay that it is Herewles, and report the tale on 
this manner. 7«1o being a great enemy to Heycules, 


ular 
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ſent two Snakes to kill him as he lay fleeping in his 
Cradle : but Hercales being a luſty Child (tor Fupiter 
had ſpent two daies in begetting him) without much 
ado ſtrangled them both : In memorial ofſo ſtrange 
an event, 7upiter placed him in the Heavens, with a 
Serpent in bis hands. |

him to Melzſſ»s King of Ce:te,to be nouriſhed. Melifſus. 
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which conſiſteth of 18 Stars.Some ſay that it is. one 
of the Serpents that ſhould have ſlain Hercwles in his 
Cradle. Novidins faith, itis the Viper that bit Paxlby 
the hand. Others deliver the tale in theſe words; 
Glancus the ſon of Minos King of Crete , was by mis- 
fortune drowned in a Barrel of Honey : Minas his 
* Father craved the help of Aſculapizes thePhyſician:and 
that he might be driven pertorce to help the Child, he 
ſhut him up in a ſecret place, together with the dead 
Carcafs : whiles Eſculapins ſtood in a great maze with 
himſelf what were beſt to be done, upon a ſudden 
there came a Serpent creeping towards him 3 rhe 
which Serpent he flew with the ſtaff which he had in 
his hand. After this there came another Serpent in, 
bringing in his mouth a certain herb, which he laid 
upon the head of the dead Serpent, whereby he re- 
ſtored him unto life again. Eſcx/apins uſing the ſame 
herb, wrought the ſame cffc& upon Glaucus. Where 
upon (after that) Eſculapius (whom ſome affirm to 
be Ophincus) was placedin the Heaven and the Seys 
ent with him. 

15. SAGITA, or Telam,; the Arrow or Dart, 
This was that Arrow wherewith Hercules flew the 
Eazle or Grype that fed upon the Liver of Prometbenus 
being tycd with Chains to the top of mont Caucaſyr, 
and in memorial of that deed, was tranſlated into 
Heaven, Others will have it to be one of thoſe Ar» 
rows which Hercules at his death gave unto Phylo* 
fetes, upon which the Defliny of Troy did depend. 
The whole Conſtellation containeth five Stars. 

16. AQUILA, the Eagle, which is called Vultur 
Volans, the flying Grype. It hath in it 9 Stars. The Po- 
ctica] reaſon of this Conliellation, is this z Fupiter 
G trans» 
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ransforming himſclf into the form of an Eagle took 
Ganimedes the Trojan Byy, whom he greatly loved up 
into Heaven, and therefore in ſign thereof : (be- 
cauſe by that means he performed his purpole )he place 
&d the figure of the Eagle in Heaven. Therc belong 
unto this ConRtellation 6 Stars (before time) unform=- 
e> bur now brought into the Conſtellation of Autizous; 
But whereupon that name ſhould come, I know not, 
except 1t were that ſome man deviſed ic there to cur- 
rj tavour with the Emperour Adrian , who lov-

179, DELPHINUS, the Dolphin: 1t contains

Neither did tne ancient 
Aſtronomers attribute unto it any more, according to 
the number of the Muſes 3 becauſe of a!l other Fiſhes 
the Dolphin has ſaid to be delighted with Muſick.

When Neptzne the God of the Sea greatly deſired to 


match with Amphitrite, the being very modeſt and 
ſhame+ faced, hid her ſclt z whereupon he ſent many 
meſſengers to feck her out, among whom, the Dolphin 
by his good hap, did firſt find her 3 and perſwaded 
her alſp to match with Nzptune : For which his 
good and truſty ſervice, Neptune placed him in the 
Heavens, 

Others ſay, that when Baechus+ had transformed 
the Marriners that woald have betrayed him, into 
Dolþbens, he placed one of them in Heaven, that it 
miztit be a lflon for others to take heed how they 
carried any one out of h1s way, contrary both to his 
defire, and their own promiſe. Ngvidins reterreth

138. EQV/CULVS, isthe little Horſe, and 
it conſifteth of 4, Stars. This Conſtellation is nam» 
ed almoſt of no Writer, ſaving, Ptolomexs, and A}. 
phonſus who tollowed Prolomy, and therefore no cer. 
tain * Tale or Hiſtory is delivered thereof bywhat 
mcans he came into Heaven. 
19. EQUUS ALA TUS, the Winged Horſe, or 
Pegaſus, it containeth 20 Stars. This Horſe was bred 
of the blood of Meduſa, after that Perſexs had cut off 


her head, and was atterwards taken and tamed by | 


Bel/erophon, whiles he drank of the River Pirexe by 
Corinth, and was uſed by him 1n the conquelt of Chis 
mira 3 after which exploit Bellerophon, being weary 
of the earthly affairs, endeavoured to fly up into Heas 
ven. But bcing amazed in his flight, by looking 
down to the earth; he fell from his Horſe » Pegaſus 
notwithſt:nding continuing hi courſe (as they feign) 
*entred into Heaven, and there obtained a place a-

the Rivers of Paradice. Others call it Flamen Orion 
the flood of Orion and ſay, that it was placed thei 
to bctoken the ofi-ipring from whence Orio;s came

In times paſt there was not a Hare left in the Ifle 
Leros: a certain youth therefore of that Iſland, being 
very dcfirous of that kind of beaft, brought with him 
from another Country thereabout, an Hare great 
with young; which when ſhe had brought forth, they 
in time became fo acceptable unto the other Coun- 
try men, that every one almoſt dcfired to have and 
keep a Hare, By reaſon whereof, thenumber of them 
grew

5. CANIS MAJOR, the Great Dog, it confilicth | 

of 18 Stars. Jt is called Sirius Canzs, becaule he j 
cauſeth a mighty drought by reaſon of his heat. This 4 
is the Conſicllation that giveth the name unto the 
Canical or Dog days ; whole beginning and end js not | 
alike in all places, but hath a difference according to 
the Country and Time : as in the Time of Hippocrates | 
tzhe Pnyfitian, who lived betore the time ot Chriſt | 
00 years, the Canicular dayes began the 13 or 1,4 of | 
Zuly. In the time of Avicenna, the Spaniard, who | 
lived in the ycar of our Lord 1 100.the Canicalar days 
began the 15,1 6,0r 17 of 7#.y. In our Country, they 
begin abaut St. Fam:s-tide,but we uſe to account them [ 
from the 6 of Faly, tothe 17 of Auguſt; which is | 
the time when the Sun beginneth to come near unto 
and to depart from this Conlicllation. 

Novidizs will have it to be referred to Tobias Dogz 
"which may very wel! be, becauſe he hath a tailz 7o- } 
bias | 
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bias Dog had one; as a certain fellow once concluded: 
becauſe it is written that Tobzas his Dog fawned upon 
his Maſter, therefore it is to be noted(ſaid he) that he 
hada tail. The Poets ſay, that this is the Dog whom 
Fupiter (et to keep Exropa, after he had ſtolen her a+ 
way,and conveyed her into Cyeet,and fot his good ſer- 
vice was placed in Heaven. Others fay,that it was one 
of Orion his Dogs. There belong unto this Conſicllati» 
on 11 Stars unformed.. 

..6- CANIS MINOR, the Leſſr Dog this 
of the Greeks is called Procyon, of the Latines 4nte 
Cas it containeth but two Stars. Some-fay, that 
this was alſo one of Orions Dogs. Others rather athrm 
it to be Merz the Dog of Origone, or rather of /carins 
her Father, of whom mention is made in the Conſtel> 
lation of Bootes and Virgo. This Dog of meer love to 
his Maſter, being ſlain,zs aforcſaid,threw himſelf into 
the River Anygrus, but was afterward tranſlated into 
Heaven, with. Orig-ne. Among the Poets there is 
great diſſention which of the two ſhould bethe Dog 
of Origone 3 ſorne ſaying one, and ſome the other, 
and theretore they do many times take the one for the 
other, 

- ARGO NAVIS, the Sbip Argo, which 
comprehendeth 4 i Stars;this is the Snip wherein Fa» 
ſon-did fetch:the Golden Fleece from Co/chis, which 
was afterward placed in Heaven as a memorial, not 
only becauſe of the great Voyage, but alſo, becauſe 
(as fome will have it ) it was the firſt Ship wherein a» 
ny man ſailed, Their reaſon why this Tip not is made 

whole is, that thereby mcn might- be put in mind 
not todeſpair, alb-it that their.Ship milcarry in fore 
part now and thcn ; tome avouch it to be the Ark of 
C2 No 
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No. Novidins faith it is the Ship wherein the Apoſtles 
were, when Chriſt appeared unto them walking on 
the Sea. In one of the Oars of this Ship there is a 
reat Star, called Canopus, or Canobus, which the 4- 
rabians called Shnel, as it were a bone- fire, becauſe of 
the greatneſs thereof, It isnot feccn in Italy, nor in 
any Country on this ſide of /taly : Some ſay that 
Canobus the Maſter of Menelaus his Ship was tranſ: 
formed into this Star. 
. 8. HY DRA, the Hyare, that hath 25 Stars, 
and two untormed, 6 
9. CRATER, the Cup or ſtanding peice» that 
hath ſeverr Stars, fome (ay that this was the Cup 
wherein Tagathon, that is the chict God , ming* 
led the fluff whereof he made the ſouls of 
Men. | 
10 CORVUS, the Crow 3 this hath ſeven 
Stars» Thele z Conſtellations are to be joyned toge- 
ther, becauſe they depend upon one Hiſtory, which 
is this. Upon a time Apllo made a folema feaſt to Fr+ 
piter, and wanting wafer to ſerve his turn, he deli- 
vcred a Gupto the Crow (the bird wherein he chiefly 
delighted) and ſcnt him to fetch water therein. The 
Crow flying towards the River, cſpied a Fig-tree, 
fell in hand with the Figs, and abode there till they 
were ripe; In the end, when he had fed his fall of 
ther,and had ſatisfied his longing,he bethought him- 
ſe]t of his errand, and by reaſon of his long delay, 
tearing a Check, he caught up a ſnake in his bill, 
brought 1t to .-pollo, and told him that the ſnake 
would not let him till the Cp with water. Apollo 
ſeeing the impudency of the bird, gave him this 
gift, that as long as theFigs were not ripe upon the 
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Tree ſo long he ſhould never drink : and for a memo- 
rial of the filly excuſethat he made, he placed both 
the Crow, Cxp, and Snake, in Heaven, 

11+» CENTAURUS, the Centazre, which 
comprehendeth 37 Stars. Some ſay, that this is 
Typhon, others call him Chiroy, the Shoolmaſter of 
thoſe three excellent men, Hercules, Achilles, and Eſ- 
culapins ; unto Heremles he read Aftronomy, he txain- 
ed Aecblles in Muſick, and Xſculapins in Phyſick: and 
for his upright life he was turncd into this Conltclla, 
on, Yet Virgil calleth' Sagittarius by the name ot | 
Chiron. In the hinder fect of this Conſtellation, thoſe 
Stars are ſet which are called the Croſiers, appearing 
to the Marriners as they fail towards the South Sea, 
ra the form of a Croſs, whereupon they have their 
name. The four Stars which are in the Garniſh of 
the Centanrs Spear, are accounted by Proclxs as a p:- 
culiarConſtellationzand are called by him Thyrſ/ochus 
which was a Spear compaſſed about with vine leaves: 
but they are called by Copernicus and Clavins, and 0: 
ther Aſtronomers, the Stars of his Target. Ir ſhould 
{eem that they were deccived by the old tranſlation 
of Ptolomy, wherein Scutum is puttor Haſta (ie) 
the Target, for the Spear, as it is well noted by our 
Country-man M. R, Record, in this Book intitled The 
Caſtle of Knowledyje. 

12. LUPUS, the Wolf}, or the beaſt which the 
Centaur holdeth in his hand, containeth 1 9 Stars 3 
the Poetical reaſon is this,Chi-9n the Centaur being a 
jult man, was greatly given to the worſhip ot the 
Gods : for which thing, that irmight be notihed to 
all poſterity, thcy placed him by this beaſt, which 
he ſeemeth to ſtick and thruſt thronghn with his

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"Spear (as it were ) rcady: Co kill tor facrifice, 
13+ ARA, the Altar, it 1s alſo called Lay, or 
Thuribulum (i.e) a Chimney with the tixe, or a 
Ccnlor.

of ſome Poets, to be the Altar whereon the Centaur 
was wont to offer up his ſacrifice. But others tell the 
tale thus. Whea as the great Gyants called the Ty- 
tans,\aboured as much as might be to pull 7apiter out 
of Heaven, thcGods thought it good to lay their 
heads together, to adviſe what was bel to be done : 
Their conclugon was, that they ſhould all with one 
conleat joyn hands together to keep out ſuch tcllows, 
and that this their league might be contirmed, and 
throughty ratificd » they cauſcd the Cyclops (which 
were workien of Vulcan) to make theman Altas : 
about this Altar all the Gods aſſembled, and there 
ſwzre, that with one conſent they would withſtand 
their enemies 3 afterwards, having gotten the Victory | 
it pleaſed them to place this Altar in Heaven as a me- 
moria! of their League, apd. a token of that good |

Garlazd, it hath x3 Stars. Some. (ay that it 1s | 
{one trifling Garland which Sagittarius was wont to | 
wear, but he caſt it away from him in jcfi, and 
therefore it was placed between his legs 3 others call 
it the Wheel of /xo#, whereupon he was tormented 
for that great diſcourtefie he would have offercd unto 
Funo, thinking indeed to have gotten up her belly : 
ut 7upiter ſeeing the impudency of the man, tum- 
led him out of Heaven (whereby the licence of the. 
Gods he was ſomctimes admitted as a guclt) into Hel 
there to be continually tormented upon a Whecl: |

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The Figure of which Wheel was afterwards placed 


in Heaven, to teach men to take heed how they be 
too ſaucie to make ſuch courteous proffers unto other 
mens wives, The Greeks call this Conſicllation by 
the name of Uraniſcus, becauſe of the Figure the1e- 
of: For it reprefenteth the palate or roof of the 
mouth, * which they call Uraniſcrzs. 

I;. The laſt is PISCIS AUSTRINUS, 
or Notius, the Soxth-Fi/b, which comprehendeth x : 
Stars, beſides that which is in the mouth thereof, 
belopging to the water, which runneth from Aqua» 
r7us, and is called by the Arabians Fomahant. The 
reaſon why this Fiſh was placed in the Heaven, is un- 
certain : yet ſome affirm, that the daughter of Ve- 
2u5 going into a water to waſh her ſe]lt, was ſudden- 
Iy ' transformed into a fiſh the which Fiſh was aftcr- 
wards tranſlated into Heaven. The unformed Scars

'. RIES, the Ram, it is called by the Grecks 


Crios , it containeth in it 15 Stars, which 
were brought unto this Conſtellation by Thycſtes, the 
{on of Pelops, and brother of Acrews. Thijs is the R-m, 
upon which Phrixus,and Helle his ſiſter,the children of 
Athamas did fit, whenthey fled from their ſtep: mother 
EE CG 4 [Ino, 
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To, over the Sea of He!eſpone : which Ram was after- 
wards for his good ſervice, tranſlated into Heaven by 
Jupiter. Othe: s ſay, that it was that Ram which 
brought Bacchus unto the ſpring of water, when 
through drought he-was likely to have perithed in 
the deſert of Lyhia. Novidius will have this to be the 
Ram, which Abraham cftcred up iniicad of his ſon[ſagc. 
The Star that is firſt in the head of the Ram, is that 
from whence our later Aſtronomers do account: the 
Longitude of all the reſt, and it js diſtant from the 
head of Artes, in the tenth Sphere, 27 degrees 5 3 mi- 
nutes. The unformed Stars belonging unto this Cons 
ſicllation, are hve. 

2. T AURU S, the Bull, whichconliſteth of 23 
Stars, This was tranſlated into Heaven in memorial 
of the rape committed by Zxpiter on Europa the 
daughter of Agenor, Ring of Sid» 3 whom Jupiter in 
the likeneſs of a white Bull ftole away , and tranſpors 
ted irito Candies Others fay, That it was /o the daugh- 
ter of Inacus: whom Fpiter loved, and turned into 
the form of a Cow, to the intent that F#xo coming 
* at unawares, ſhould not preceive what a part he had 
played : Fupiter afterward in memorial of that crafty 
- conveyance, placed that Figure in Heaven 3 The reae 
: ſon why the Poets name not certainly whether it be 
a Cow or a Bull, is becauſe it wanteth the hinder 
parts 3 yet of the moſt or them it is called a Bull, In 
the Neck of the Byl/ there are certain Stars ſtanding 
together in a cluſter ,which are commonly called the 
ſeven Stars although there can hardly be diſcerned 
any more then ix, theſe are reported to be the ſcven 
daugaters off Atlas, called Atlantiades, whereof fix 
had company wi'h the immortal Gods,but the ſeventh 

| | (whoſe 
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(whoſe name was Merope) being married unto Syſi” 
hus a mortal man, did therefore withdraw and hide 
4 (cf, as being aſhamed that ſhe was not ſo fortunate 


| in matching her ſelf as her fifkers were. Some ſay,that 


that ſtar which is wanting is EleGraythe cldeſt Daugh- 
ter of Atlas, and that therefore it is ſodim, becauſe 
ſhe could not abide to behold the deſtruction of 
Troy 3 but at that time and ever fince, ſhe hid her 
face. The reaſon why they where taken up into. Hea- 
ven, was their great pity towards their Father, whoſe 
miſhap they bewailed with continual tears. Others

ginity, and were in danger to loſe it, by reaſon of 
Orion, who greatly affailed them, being overtaken 
with their love z they requeſted Fpzter roſtand their 


friend 3 who tranſlated them into Stars, and placed 


them in that part of Heaven, The Poets call them 
Pleiades, becauſe when they riſe with the Sun, the 
Mariners may commit themſclves to the Sea- Others 
will have them to be fo termed 2 pluexdo, becaule they 
procure rain,Others give them this name, of theGreek 
word Cleiones, becauſe they be many in number. 
they be alſo called Virgzlie, becaufe they riſe with the 
Fun in the Spring time : likewiſe Athor 23e,becaule they 
ſtand ſo thick togerher.Our men call them by the name 
of the ſeven Stars, or Brood Hen, The Aſtronomers 
note this as a {pccial thing concerning theſe ſtars, that 
when the Moon and tele ftars do meet "together, the 
eyes are not to be medled withal, or cured if they be 
ſore : their reaſon is, becauſe they be of the nature of 

Mars and the Moon. 
Moreover, there be five ſtars jn the face of the Bll 
repreſenting the form of the Reman letter V, whereof

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one (which is the greateſt) is called the Byl/; Fye, 
They be called Hyades, and were allo the daughters 
of Atlas, who (0 long bewailed the death of Hyas 
their Brother, ſlain by a Lyon, that they died for ſor. 
row, and were afterwards placed in Heaven, for a 
memorial of that great love they bear to their brother, 
The ancient Romans call the BulP s Eye Parilicium, or 
Palelicium 3 of Pales their goddeſs ; whole fealt they 
celebrated after the conjundion of this Star and the 
Sun, The unformed Stars belonging unto this Con« 
fellation, are clven: 

3, GEMINI, the Twins confiſieth of 18 fats, 
The Poets ſay, they are Caſtor and Pollux, the (ons of 
Leda, brethren moſi loving, whom therefore Jupiter 
tranſlated- into Heaven,Some ſay'that the one of them 
1s Apollo, and the other Herexlcs : but the moſt affirm 
the tormer. The unformed Stars of this Conſtellation 
are ſeven, whereof one is called Tropus, becaulcit 
iS placed next before the foot of Caſtor. 

4. CANCER, the Crab, it hath 9 Stars.This is 
that Crab which'bit Hercules by the heel as he fought 
with the Serpent Hydra in the Fen Lerna, and for his 
forward (crvice, was placed in Heaven by uno , the 
atter enerhy of Hercxles. In this Conſiellation there 
are Stars much ſpoken of by the Poets; although 
they be but {mall 3 whereof one iscalled the Crib, o- 
ther two arc the two Yſſes, whereof one was the 4ſz

he had begun in 4fiz: whereupon Berenice made this

rcturned fafe 3 and Berenice, according to her vew, 
cut off her hair and hung itup. Aﬀcer certain dayes, 
the haix was not tobe teund 3 whereupon Ptolowy 
the King was greatly diſpleaſcd , but Cano, to pleale 
the humor of the King, and to curry favanr with 
him, perſwaded him that Venzs had conveyed the

6. VIRGO, the Virgy, it hath 26 Stars. This 
is affirmed to be Juſtice, which among all the Gods 
ſometime living upon the Earth, did laſt of-all for- 
ſake the ſame, becauſe of the wickedneſs that began to 
multiply therein, and choſe this place for her feat in 
Heavcn. | 

Others ſay, that it was Aſtrea, the daughter of 4- 
ftreus, pne of the Gyants that were called Titans, 
who fighting, againſt the Gods, Aſftrez took their 
parts againſt her own Father, and was therefore after 
her death commended unto the Heavens, and made 
one of the 12 Signs, 

Others ſay, that it was Origoxe, the daughter of TI- 
carixs, who for that her Father was ſ}1in by certainy 
drunken men, for very grief thereof hanged her (elf: 
but Fupiter taking pity of the Virgin for her natural 
affection, tranſlated her into Heaven, 

In her right wing there is one Star of ſpecial note, 
which by the Aſtronomers is called Vindemiator, (3.e,) 
the gatherer of Grapes: This was Ampulos the ſon 
of a Sityr and a Nymph, and greatly beloved of Bacs 
chas unto whom in token of his love, Bacchus gave a 
ſingular fair Vine, planted at rhe foot of an Elm (as 
che manner was in old time.) But Ampelos in 
Harveſt gathering Grapes, and taking little heed to 
his footing, fc}} down out of the Vine, and brake his 
neck. Bacchxs in memorial of his former affe@ion, 
- tranſlated him into Heaven, and made him one of 
the principal Stars in this Conſtel}ation. There isa-

led Chelai, that is to ſay, the Claws of the Scorpion, 
which poſſeſſeth the ſpace of two whole Signs, But 
the latter Aſtronomers, being deſirous to have 12 Signs 
in the Zodiack, called thoſe eight, whereof the Claws 
of the Scorpion do conſiſt, by the name of Libra, not 
that there was any Poetica! Fi&ion to induce chem 
thereto, but only moved by this reaſon, becauſe the 
Sun joyning with this Conſtellation, the Day and the 
Night are of an equal length, and are (as it were ) 
equally poyzed in a pair of Ballance. Yet (as I re- 
member ) ſome will have this to be the Ballance, 
wherein Juſtice, called alſo Aftrez, weighed the deeds 


of mortal men, and therein preſented them unto Fu-

and to the end he might ſignific the great enmity bet.

31 Stars. Touching this Sign, there are amony the 
Poets many and fundry opinious. Someſay that it is 
Cracur, the (on of Paphene, that was nurſe unto the 
Muſes. Tais Crocxs was (oforward in learning of the 
Libcral Sciences, and in the practice of feats of Adqi« 
vity, that the Muſes entreated Frpiter that he might 
have a piace in Heaven. To whoſe requeſt Fupiter 
inclining, made him one of the x 2 Signs : And to the 
the end that ke niight expreſs the excellent qualities 
of the Man, he made his hinder parts like unto a 
Horſe, thercby to ſignihe his ſingular knowledge in 
Horſe. mar:ſhip: and by his Bow and Arrow , he dc+ 
clarcd the ſharpneſs of his Wit. Whereupon theAftre- 
logers have this conceit, that he that is born under 
Sagittarius,(hall attain to the knowledge of many 
Arts , and be of prompt wit, aud great courage. Virgil 
afhrn;eth this to be Chirox the Centaur , who for his 
ſingular Leanring avd Juſtice was made the Maſter of 
Achilic . At which time Hereales coming to viſit him 
(for he au hcard botn of the worthineſs of the 
Sc*:ool-maſter, and of the great hopes of the Scholar) 
brought 
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brought with him his quiver of Arrows dippedin 
the blood of the Serpent Hydra; but Chiron being 
ddirous to (ce his ſhafts, and not taking heed of them 
being in his hand, let one of them fall upon his foor, 
and being greatly tormented, not only by the anguiſh 
of the poyſon working in the wound, but much more 
becauſe he knew himſelf to be immortal, and his 
wound not to be recovered by medicine, he wasen- 
forced to make requeſt unto the Gods, that he might 
be taken out of the World, who pitying bis caſe, 
took him up into Heaven, and made him one of the 
1 2 S1gns. | 
10. CAPRICORNUS, the Goat, it con- 
iſketh of 28 Stars, The Poets lay, that this was Par 
the God of the ſhepheards, of whom they feign 1n 
this manner : The Gods having war with the Gyants, 
gathcred themſelves together into Agypr, Typhon the 
Gyant purſued them thither, whercby the Gods were 
brought in a quandary,that well was he that by chang. 
ing his ſhape might ſhift for himſelf. Fupiter curned 
himſelf intoa Ram : Apollo became a Crow : Bacchus 
a Goat : Diana lurked under the form of a Cat : Ju- 
no transformed her ſelf into a Cow: Venus into a 
Fiſh: Pan leaping into the River Nzlus, turnerh the 
upper part of his body into a Geat, and the Jowcr 
part into a Fiſh. - Fupiter wondring at the firange de- 


, vice, would needs have that Image and PiQure tran-

ed him up into Heaven, where he made hint his Cup. 
bearer, and called him Aquarizr. Others notwith> 
ſtanding think it to be Dexcalion the fon of Prome. 
theus whom the Gods tranſlated into Heaven, in re+ 
membrance of that mighty deluge which hapned in 
his time, whereby mankind was almoſt utterly taken 
_ away from the face of theearth. The untormed ſtars 
belonging unto this Sign are three. 

12+ PISCES the Fiſhes : theſe together with the 
line tha: knitteth them together, contain 24 Stars, 
The Poets (ay, that Venus and Cupid her fon coming 
upon acertain time unto the River Exphrates,and fit« 
ting upon the bank thereof, upon a ſudden eſpicd Ty- 
phon the Gyant, that mighty and feartu} enemy of the 
Gods coming towards them upon whoſe ſight, they 
being firicken with exceeding tear,lept intotheRiver, 
where they were received by two Fiſhes, and by them 
{faved from drowning. Venus tor this good turn, 
tranſlated them into Heaven. Gutielmus Poſtellus 
would have them to betwo Fiſhes wherewich Chriſt 
fed the 5000 Men, The unformed Stars of this Con, 
ſellation are four. |

Caſſiopeia,, the Swan, and the head of Capricorn, the 
tail of Scorpio, the feet of Centaur, Argo the Ship, 
and ſo unto the head of Cancer. Some in a ſporting 
manner do call it 1/atling-?reet, but why they call it 
ſo, I cannot tell z except it be in regard of the nare 
rownels that it ſeemeth to have 3. orelſc in reſpe& of 
that great high way that lyeth between Dover ard St. + 
4lbons, which is called by our men, Fatling-ftreet. | 

Ovid ſaith, that it is the great Cauſey, and High- 
way that leadeth unto the Pallace of Fupiter , but 
he alledgeth not the cauſc of the whitencſs 3 belke 
he would have us imagine that it is made of white 
Marble. | 

Others therefore alledge theſe cauſes : Fapiter hav= 
ing begotten Mercary of Maia the daughter of Atlas, 
brought the child when he was born, to the breatt of 
Juno lying aſleep : But Juno awaking threw the 
child out of her lap, and let the milk rug out of her 
breaſt in ſuch abundance, that (ſpreading it (elf about 
the Heaven) it made that Circle which we ſee, O-» 
thers ſay, that it was not Mercury, but Hercules 3 
and that F#no did not let the milk run out of her 


' breaſt, but that Hercules ſuckt them ſo carncftly, that 


bis mouth ran over, aud fo this Circle was made. - 

Others fay, that Satzrz being defirous to devour 
his children, his wite Ops preſented him witha ſtone 
wrapped ina clout, inſtead of his child : This tone 
ſtuck ſo faſt in Sauturs his throat as he would have 
{wallowed it, that without doubt he had therewith= 


al been choaked, had he not b.ecn relieved by his wife: 
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who by preſſing the milk out of her breaſts ſaved hi x 
life ; the milk that miſſed' his mouth (whereof you 
muſt ſuppoſe ſome ſufficient quantity) fell on the Hea« 
vens, and running along made this Circle; | 
Dr. Hood Commenting upon Conſtellations ſaith z The 
Stars are brought into Conſtellations, for Infirugion 
fake, things cannot be taught without names 3 to 
give a name to every Star had been troubleſome to 
the Maſter, and for the Scholar ; for the Maſicr to 
deviſe, and for the Scholar to remember 3 and there« 
fore the Aftronomers have reduced many Stars into 
one Conltellation 3 that thereby they may tell the 
better where to ſeck them and being ſought, how 
to expreſs them. Now the Aſtronomers did bring 
them into theſe Figures, and not into other, being 
moved thereto by theſe three reaſons : firſt, theſe 
Figares expreſs ſome properties of the Stars that are 
inthem\ as thoſe in the Ram tobe hot and dry ; An 
dromcda chained betokeneth impriſonment, - the head 
of Meduſa cut off fignihieth the loſs of that part: 0- 
ri, with his terrible and threatning geſture, import» 
«th tempeſt and terrible cffeas. The Serpent, the 
Scorpion, and the Dragon, fignifie poyſon : The Bul 
infinuateth a melancholy paſſion ; The Beer inferrcth 
cruelty, &c. Secondly, the Stars (it not preciſely, 
yet alter a ſort) do repreſent ſuch a Figure, and 
therefore that Figure was afligned them. as for ex: 
ample, the Crown; both North and South, the Scorpis 
on, and Triangle, repreſent the figures which they 
have. The third cauſe was the continuance of the 
memory of ſame notable Mcn, whocither in regard 
of, their ſingular pains taken in Aſtronomy, Or in re- 
gard of ſome other notable deed, had well defervcd 
of Man-kind. 
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The firſt Author of every particular Conſtellation 
is uncerfainz yet are they of greatantiquity z we 
receive them from Ptolomy, and he followed the Pla- . 
zonicks 3 ſo.thit"their antiquity is great, Moreover, 
we may- perceive them to be ancient by the Scrip- 
tures, and by the Poets. In the 38 Chapter of Fob 
there is mention made of the Plezades, .Orion, and 
Afturus, and Mazzaroth,which ſome interpret the 12 
Signs : Fob lived in the time of Abraham, as Sydero= 
crates maketh mention in his Book de Commenſurancs 
locorum diftantiis: 

Now beſides all this, touching the reaſon of in- 
vention of theſe Conſtellations, the Poets in ſetting 
forth thoſe Stories, had this purpoſe, to make men 
fall in love with Aſtronomy : When Demoſt/ enes could 
not get the people of Athens to hear him in a matter 
of great moment, and profitable to the Common- 
wealth, he began to tell them a tale of a fcllow that 
fold an Afs ; by which tale he ſo brought on the A- 
thenians, that they were both willing to hear his 
whole Oration, and to put in praGiice that wherc- 
unto he cxhorted them. The like intent had the Po= 
ets in theſe Stories : They ſaw that Aſtronomy being 
for commodity ſingular in the life of Man, was al- 
moſt of all men utterly negleed : Hereupon they 
began to ſet forth that Art under theſe Fictions 3 that 
thereby ſuch as could not be perſwaded by commo- 
dity, might by the Pleaſure be induced to take a veiw 
of theſe matters, and thercby at length fall in love 
with them. For commmonly note this , that he 

that is ready to read the Stories , cannot content 
himſelf therewith , but defireth alſo to know the 
Conftellations, or at leaftt wiſe ſome principal Star 
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Caleſtial and Terreſtrial,
